LOST 840,000 ON FAKE FARO. 


Friend Tells of Merry Times After 
Banking Hours. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—George 
W. Coleman, the $12 a week bookkeeper who 
is charged with robbing the National City 
bank.of Cambridge of $144,000, is sald to 
have been the victim of faro bank swindlers 
who have been operating in Boston during 
three years and have fleeced scores of vic- 
tims out of sums that will aggregate nearly 
$1.900,000. } 

Coleman, already desperate because of his 
great shortage, was an easy victim, and itis 
believed that $40,000 of the bank’s money 
dropped into the hands of these swindlers 
when they had gained his confidence. 

As in the case of other victims he was 
taken to New York and believed he was in 
a conspiracy to cheat Canfield through the 
treachery of a trusted dealer of the faro 
bank. Through Coleman’s attorneys these 
facts were made known today. 

None of the other victims reported the 
matter to the police, because all dreaded 
publicity. Now that Coleman has avcided 
to tell all he knows regarding this gigantic 
swindle, a sensation is expected. 


Allied to Wire“ Gang. 

The men who swindled Coleman are closely 
allied to the gang of wire men“ that fleeced 
Bank Cashier Walker of New Britain; Conf, 
out of $500,000 and caused him to be sent 
to prison for a jong term of years. ‘They also 
fleeced a noted\New York physician out of 
thousands of dollars in a framed-up card 
game on one of the trans-Atlantic steamers. 

The police say that they know where Cole- 
man is; and that through his attorney he will 
be delivered over to them inside of 24 hours. 

Stories began to circulate today of how 
Coleman, a $12 a week bank bookkeeper, cut 
a wideswath. Several women figured in the 
narrative. 

No one knew Coleman better than did Law- 
son Lockhart, son of Dr. Lockhart cf Cam- 
bridge. He told tonight of the freedom with 
which the bookkeeper scattered money so 
that his friends might be entertained in town 
and elsewhere. Champagne was served, not 
by the glass, but by the bottle to each of the 
guests who dined with him. Fifty cent 
cigars were handed about and those who 
preferred cigarets had those of the best im- 

ported brands. 1 

„Coleman certainly was a jolly good fel- 
low. said Mr. Lockhart. “ He always had 
money and was liberal to a fault. He always 
had $5,000 or $6,000 in cash in his pocket.” 


“Stung” in Stock Market. 

„He was stung badly in the stock market 
a short time ago, said Mr. Lockhart. ‘ He 
plunged heavily in curb stock and had to 
realise. Another big loss was due to the Bos- 
ton mayoralty election. Coleman believed 
that Storrow would be elected. So he went 
around the hotels snapping up bets right and 
left.

Dr. Chareot Tells of Expedition 
in the Pourquoi Pas. 


FACE WRECK IN ICEBERG. 


Nine Months’ Battle with Continuous 
Gale and Cold. 


PUNTA ARENAS, Chile, Feb. 24.—[Spe- 
¢clal.j—Dr. Jean Charcot, leader of the 
French scientific expedition in the Pourquol 
pas to the antarctic regions, has given an 
account of his interesting discoveries. 

The description of the struggles of the 
party against ice and storm and of the re- 
sults accomplished in spite of the greatest 
hardships form a thrilling narrative of ant- 
arctic adventure. 

It is certain that the result of our mis- 
sion appears well compared with those of 
Sir Ernest Shackleton and Commander 
Peary, whom I sincerely applaud,” says Dr. 
Charcot. “ But it must not be forgotten that 
our object was entirely different. If we 
had wished to approach the pole we would 
have directed our course either toward Vic- 
toria Land or toward Coais’ Land. 


Respected Rights of Others. 

* But I thought those regions belonged to 
those who had discovered them and that it 
Was a proper scientific spirit, knowing that 
they wished to return there, to leave the place, 
free for them and not offer @ competition 
which would necessarily partake of a spoile- 
tive character toward the two expeditions to 
the detriment of the scientific work of both. 

IJ, on the contrary, directed myself to the 
antarctic region, where the struggle with 
the ice begins, to the lower latitudes which 
cover, beginning with Adelaide island. an 
absolutely unknown land, but one which 
seems 40 present a considerable interest for 
the observations which we proposed to make. 

Our results confirm completely and fully 
to a considerable degree those obtained by 
my previous expedition in the same regions 
on board the Francais. 

Leaving Punta Arenas on Dec. 10 we soon 
arrived at Deception island, where the 
Sociedad Ballenera Magallanes, whom I will 
never be able to thank sufficiently, filled up 
our coal supply and promised to do the same 
the next year. From there we went to 
Wandel island, passing by Port Lockroy. 
After leaving Wandel island our difficulties 


began. We found ourselves in an uncom- 


fortable and even dangerous situation for 
several days. 


Expedition Near Disaster. 

An excursion for purposes of observation 
nearly had a bad ending for three members 
of the expedition and necessitated for the 
Pourqol Pas navigating in parts full of reefs 
level with the water and hidden by ice, and 
the ship grounded under serious conditions. 
We could float it only after three days’ ef- 
forts, having been obliged to discharge its 
cargo in great part.

STROKE OF APOPLEXY FATAL 
TO PROF. CHARLES R. BARNES. 


Noted Botanist Stricken on Way to 


Chicago University, but Manages 
to Reach His Residence.

Prof. Charles Reid Barnes of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, one of the leading botanists 
of the country, died at his residence, 1887 
Bast Fitty-cixth street, last evening, a few 
hours after a sudden attack of apoplexy. 

Prof. Barnes was on his way to the univer- 
sity when stricken. He managed to strug- 
gle to his house unaided, but collapsed as he 
entered the door and did not regain con- 
sciousness. He died shortly after 10 9 

He was born at Madison, Ind., Sept. 7, 1858, 
and received his education at Hanover col- 
lege, Hanover, Ind., graduating in the class 
of 1877, and later receiving from this Institu- 
tion the degrees of master of arts and doctor 
of philosophy. For several years he took 
especial botanical courses at Harvard. 

Prof. Barnes started his career as an in- 
structor at Purdue university. In 1886 he 
became head of the department of botany at 
the University .of Wisconsin. In 1898 he 
joined the faculty at the University of Chi- 
cago as professor of plant physiclogy. He had 
been president and secretary of the Botanical 
Society of America and vice president and 
secretary of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. He was also 
author of many pamphiete and monographs 
on plant Jife, and was considered the fore-

Vendetta Still Exists, 
One of these ancient customs which still ex- 


ert their influence in Servia is the vendetta or 


Krona Osveta. The vendetta exists in Monte- 
negro and parts of old Servia and was a general 
custom in Servia until recent times. It is gen- 
erally the result of a quarrel over questions 
of an economic nature. The vendetta must be 
regarded as legal and honorable; legal because 
the primitive method of settling disputes, and 
honorable. because a well recognized institution 
and because it is assumed that the cause of 
the quafrel has been just. 

One man quarrels with another. A fight en- 
sues, which results in loss of blood or in death. 
The quarrel may have had no more solid foun- 
dation than an exaggerated sense of honor or

the insult or murder must be avenged or a 
money consideration paid. Vengeance may be 
sought by the father, son, brother, or any near 
relative of the injured man. Time does not 
atone for the insult; revenge must be had, even 
though a hundred years elapse.

Heart Failure Ends Career of the 
Founder of Skandinaven. 


KNIGHTED BY KING OSCAR. 


Services to Scandinavian Race Reeog- 
nized by the Monarch. 


John Anderson, publisher and proprietor 
of Skandinaven, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence, 2333 Cleveland avenue. Heart failure 
following an attack of bronchitis was the 
cause of death, which came unexpectedly. 
Mr. Anderson would have completed his sev- 
enty-fourth year on March 22. As publisher 
of Skandinaven he was one of the most in- 
fluential Norwegian-Americans of the middle 
west. | 

John Anderson was born at Voss, Norway, 
in 1836. He came to Chicago with his father 
in 1844. His father died in the cholera year, 
1849, and the support of his mother and a 
baby sister devolved upon John. After ped- 
dling apples and working in a butcher shop 
he struck the lead which was to bring him to 
fortune by becoming a newsboy. 

Employed Ten Years on “Tribune,” 

While carrying Tus Trisune he learned 


to set type, and he was in the employ of Tus 


JTRIBUNE as a compositor for ten years. He 
n Skandina ven in 1866.

Joseph Pease, ho has just 1 appointed a mem- 
ber of the Britisa cabinet, as chancellor of the duchy 
of Lancaster, ie the younger son of the late Sir Jo- 
seph Pease, who was so well known in this country, 
not only for his connection with one of the principal 
banking and mercantile. houses in England having 
extefisive business connections with America but also 
as the head of an old Quaker family that has many 
aMliations among the Friends in the United States. 
He was on particularly intimate terms with Glad- 
stone, and one of his strongest supporters. 

He came in for some .criticism among the Quakers 
here and in England for accepting_a baronetcy from 
Queen Victo 0 5 not only because titular distinctions 
are contraty to the spirit of Quakerism, but also by 
reason of the fact that baronetecies specifically entall 
the obligation to furnish the king with a certain 
number of mes, filly armed for service in the field, 
an obligation compromised by the payment of a cer- 
tain lump sum on creation.

His “eldest son, the brother of the new chancellor, 
Sir Alfred Pease, who last year seceded from the Lib- 
eral party in consequence of his disapproval of the 
financial measures of the present government, makes 
his home chiefly in East Africa, where last fall he 
entertained the former president of the United States 
on his immense estate of Killima Theki, on the Kipit! 
plains, which abe always swarming with game. Like

an at Moscow, driving about with her and showing 
himself with her at theaters and restaurants, with- 
out any attempt at concealment. Many believe that 
they are already married. But if any ecclesiastical 
ceremony has taken place it will de invalid in the 
eyes of the church and of the law of the land, owing 
to its failure to receive beforehand the sanction of 
the czar.

DR. DUBBE ON THE TAM-TAM, 


Continuing his lectures on orchestral instruments, Dr. 
Criticus Filub-Dubbe yesterday discussed the tam-tam 
befere the Program Study Class. 

“The tam- or Chinese gong.“ said the Doctor, 
holding up the instrument, “is, as you observe, a thin, 
circular. plate of copper and tin, with the edges turned 
up. It might be used as a frying pan, though it is 
rarely put to that practical service. It functions in the 
orchestra as a shudder-producer. Struck forte, or tna 
crescendo, it fille the stoutest heart with horror. 
Listen!“ 

Dr. Dubbe struck the tam-tam with a padded stick, 
and as the dire clang rang forth the ladies all shud- 
dered like rushes shaken by the wind. 

“Strack pignissimo,” continued the Doctor, it is even 
more horrific. Hark!” He tapped the gong. Note 
the dreadful expiration, comparable only to the final 
breath of @ dying person.” 

“It. is Gupremely awful!” murmured Mrs. Fuller- 
Prunes. 

“© Doctor!” cried Poeta, it makes me think of Mr. 
The Isle of Death“

Dr. Dubbe traced the course of the tam-tam in music, 
from Gossec to the present day, and in reply to a ques- 
tion by Miss Sara Band, replied: “It is dificult to say 
whether the tam-tam is a noise or a musical sound. 
The distinction is remarkably vague, and we must fall 
back upon Helmholtz, who tells us that musical notes 
result from periodic vibrations, whereas noh-periodic 
vibrations produce on the tympanic membrane of the 
human ear a sensation of irregularly recurring shoéks. 
This explanation precipitates the sediment in the solu- 
tion of the question—filters it, so to speak.” 

“I suppose, Doctor,” said Mra. Borem-Styffe, that 
the tam-tam is rich in inharmonic upper partials,” 

“ Embarrassingly so,” replied Dr. Dubbe. The Inhar- 
monic upper partials are so confusing as to distract the 
near-by instruments in the orchestra. Realizing this, 
Conductor Stock last week, for the Tschaikewsky sym- 
phony, stationed the tam-tam in the-organ loft, so that 
the upper partials were even more upper than usual.”

Western Railroads Hold Meeting 


and Avert Break Tempo- 
rarily at Least. 


The investigation by the Ilnois railroad 
and warehouse commission into express 
rates is to be continued without interruption 
despite the failure of the general assembly to 
| appropriate $10,000 for use of the board. This 
was made clear by Chairman Orville F. 
Berry yesterday at the conclusion of the 
hearing in Chicago, at which the cross ex- 
amination of the express company officials 
by the attorneys for the eee shippers 
was completed. 

The commission will process as well as it 
can with its ordinary resources and prescribe 
a schedule of reasonable maximum express 
rates, after further hearings elsewhere in the 
state and after arguments have been heard. 

M. T. Jones, traffic manager of the United 
States Express company, was the only wit- 
ness yesterday. He was cross examined by 
Rush C. Butler, attorney for the Aesociation 
of Commerce, on a set of tables submitted at 
the last hearing purporting to show the earn- 
ings and expenses of the company at various 


‘Tllinois stations. 


Lawyers Do the Testifying. 

Mr. Jones appeared unfamiliar with the 
statements which had been prepared as the 
basis for his testimony, and was assisted at 
considerable length by his attorney until 
Chairman Berry asked the lawyers to stop. 
testifying. The figures presented were in- 
tended to show that there was no profit in 
state traffic, but the witnese admitted that 
the expenses had beer taken for both inter- 
state and state business and that they did 
not show a reliable average. 

He said more profits were derived from the 
long hau} business, but the statement was 
not borne out by. the tables for some of the 
stations. He also said general expenses were 
charged against transportation and that 
none of them were apportioned to the money 
order and foreign exchange departments. 

Following the express case the commission 
heard the application of the Burlington rail- 
road for permission for a grade crossing of 
its Herrin and Southern extension to Me 
tropolis with the Big Four, Cairo division. 

Passenger Rate War Averted. 

‘A serious rate war between the western 
railroads arising from the controversy over

ANTHRACITE COAL TRUST 
ARGUMENTS AT AN END. 


Counsel for Government and Accused 
Railroads Make Final Pleas Before 
U. S. Circuit Court in Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 24.—Argument in the 
government’s suft to dissolve the so-called 
anthracite coal trust was concluded in the 
United States Circuit court today. John G. 
Johnson of this city made the closing argu- 
ment for the coal carrying railroads and 
James C. McReynolds, special assistant to the 
United States attorney general, concluded 
the government’s side of the ease. 

Mr. Johnson denied that a conspiracy ex- 
isted among the coal carrying roads to keep 
up prices or to monopolize the trade. He 
also denied that there was an agreement 


among the different roads. The court, he 


said, could not infer that a conspiracy existed 


ee The government's evidence has proved 
the existence of a conspiracy, built up step 
by step, and this conspiracy now controls 
the anthracite coal situation. Five railroads 
are in combination in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act. 

“The conspiracy developed by many un- 
lawful things and the government is entirely 
justified in showing the individual acts by 
which it arose. We contend that it did arise 
from successive steps in a period of years and 
the allegation, supported as it is by undis- 
puted evidence, is not to be overthrown by 
the splendid eloquence of counsel for the 
accused companies.”
